The declaration of Senator Lodge 
reversed the position he and most 
other republican senators had taken 
toward injection of the treaty into 
politics, and was accepted in con- 
gressional and official circles as 
clothed with an added significance 
by Mr. Lodge’s conference with Will 
H. Hays, the reptiblican nationa! 
chairman, just before the unsuc- 
cessful fight Wednesday for rati- 
fication with the majority reserva- 
tions included. 

Statément by Lodge. 

Senator Lodge's statement 
lows: 

“fl have no’ especial comment to 
make. The case is very. simple. 
After four months of careful cons’ 
eration and discussion the reserva- 
tions were presented to the senate 
They were purely American in their 
character, desiened solely to Amer- 
jcanize the treaty and make it safe 
for the United States. 

“Under the president’s orders the 
followers of the administration in 
the senate voted down those reser- 
vations. It was also shown by a 
vote that there was a decisive ma- 
jority agaitist the treaty with the 
reservations. 

“Those reservations as presented 
to the senate will stand. There \is

tween Americanism and the super-

While the text of the Américan 
government’s communication has 
not been made public, the summary 
published by the state department 
indicated that it was one of the 
sharpest ever sent to the Carranza 
government. It said the United 
States was both “surprised and in- 
censed” to learn of the reimprison- 
ment of Jenkins and demanded his 
immediate release, 

So far’ as was made known, no 
report regarding Jenkins reached 
the department today from the em- 
bassy at Mexico City, but officials 
believed that if he nad not been re- 
leased he soon would be as a re- 
sult of the state Soper tapenee. de- 
mand. 

Discussing the general Mexican 
situation today, state department 
officials revealed that before the 
world war the army general staf! 
estimated that complete intervention 
in Mexico would require 450,000 men 
operating over a period of three 
years. Present estimates were no. 
made available, but it is knovn that 
army officials hold that the force 
necessary at this time would be 
much less because of the increased 
army equipment, such as motorized 
transport, artillery and airplanes. 


Complete Report Frem Jenkins, 

During the day the department 
made public a complete report from 
Jenkins on his capture and his sub- 
sequent treatment in a hospital at 
Puebla after his friends had agre#a 
to pay $150,000 in gold for his ran- 
som, pledging their lives that the 
instalments would be forthcoming. 
It was under date of November 7 
and amplified the account which 
Jenkins wrote to Representative 
Davis, of Tennessee, and which Mr. 
Davis made public yesterday. 

Jenkins said that “a very impor- 
tant matter” was that, “although 
the local government could hardiy 
be restrained from sending troops 
vut immediately to punish my cap- 
tors when they learned of my cap- 
ture, they have not made the slight- 
est efiort to do so since 1 return- 
ed twelve days ago, although they 
have been invited to do so, but ex- 
cuse themselves by saying that they 
will do so.” 

“The rebels are only a few mies 
distant,” he wrote. “They have 
been there for months and years; 
they plant, cultivate and gather 
their crops entirely unmolested; the 
whole countryside is with them, and 
yet the government apparently 
makes no efiort to drive them away. 
and give decent protection to this 
city. There are in the immediate 
vicinity of this city not less than 
half a dozen important bands of 
‘rebels, all of them well known to 
the government, and no determined 
effort has ever been made to fight 
them. This is the situation as it is 
today of this city. 

Puebla is the second largest city 
in Mexico.

Ultimatum by Operators. 


An ultimatum served by the op- 
erators that their offer represented 
the maximum was reaffirmed to- 
night by Mr. Brewster, who de- 
clared it, could not be increased un- 
less “the government says we 
should do it.” 

When the conference falled to 
agree on either side’s proposition, 
the operators suggested ‘referring 
the dispute to arbitration, but the 
miners objected. The operators pro- 
posed a tribunal of nine members

Washington, November 21.—Preési- 
dent Wilson today placed the gov- 
ernment again in control] of the na- 
tion’s food supply by transferring 
the authority of food administrator 
to Attorney General Palmer. 


Revival of the war-time functions 
of Administrator Hoover resulted 
directly from government efforts 
to avert a famine in sugar, but the 
powers delegated to the head of 
the department of justice will be 
also to help put down the ever- 
mounting cost of living. 

For the present the attorney gen- 
eral will not put into operatidn all 
of the machinery permitted undér 
the executive order signed by the 
president, but should conditions 
arise to make it necessary. 
the full pressure of all the broad 
power vested in him will be ex- 
erted to meet them. 

Mr. Palmer's staff will begip im- 
mediately to » build up.a sugar diss 
thibuting system which will allocate 
al) sugar stocks in the country. ft * 
will provide an equitable system of 
distributing supplies and will de- 
feat any concentration or hoarding, 
officials said, 

To Increase Sugar Prices. 

Plans, tentatively decided upom, 
provide for increasing the price ef 
all sugar, excepting the Louisians 
crop, to 12 cents a pound, wholesale. 

Through this increase, «new 
sources of supply are expected toabe 
opened. With assurances that # 
fair margin of profit, said to be 
about $1.54 a hundred pounds, would 
be allowed, sugar refiners are 
ready to enter the Cuban markets 
and purchase all available stocks, 
it was stated. Thus, officials be- 


eve the increased price will avert 
‘a shortage which threatens to be- 


come a famine during the next 60 
days. 

Beet sugar refiners already have 
tentatively assented to the plan, 
it was learned, upon assurances that 
a highér price than now prevails 
would be established. Cane sugar 
dealers will be called into confer- 
ence at an early date. They also. 
are understood to favor the arrange- 
ment providing the price is raised, 
as is planned, so that they will not 
be involved in any heavy “losses 
which they say would result. from 
buying Cuban sugar at the present 
prices in Cuba and eelling at 10%

Aspects of Grave Na- 
tional Crisis—Only Rec- 
ord Production Can Save 
the Day.

Washington. November 21.—Only 
by the federal 
sovernment can avert a fuel famine 
assuming all the aspects of a grave 
national crisis. Rceord production 
of coal and express train distribu- 


tion by the railroads alone appear 
ee ge of saving the situation. 
he federal officials no longer in- 


adulge in unjustified optimism el 
misleading statements. They talked 
straight from. the shoulder today 
and it was possible to obtain an of- 
ficial estimate to the extent of the 
menace that looms ahead. 

Replying to appeals by important 
middle western business interests 
for some measure of immediate or 
prospective relief, Henry B. Spen- 
cer, chairman of the emergency 
central fuel committee of the fuel 
and railroad administrations, de- 
clared that unless production can be 
increased very materially and very 
soon, the country will be without 
coal by December 20. 

Such is the prospect for Christ- 
mas—the yulelog losing its cere- 
monial dignity and becoming a nec- 
essary source of warmth in many 
American homes—while coal miners 
in the most important field remain 
on “vacation” and their leaders 
wrangle with operators in a hotel 
room in Washington. 

Cling to Forlorn Hope. 

Federal officials are clinging to a 
forlorn hope that something may 
happen to avert the disaster at- 
tending a coal famine, but they are 


that only another stroke of the in- 
dustrial paralysis ordered by Dr. 
Harry A. Garfield in January, 1918, 
suggests itself as an effective so- 
lution. They are leary of that. 
Memory of the national ‘ wrath 
which broke about Dr. Garfield’s 
official head is not so hazy as to 
permit the administration to rush 
into a repetition of such an order 
without finding every avenue of es- 
cape closed. 

Officials thought today they saw 
a ray of hope in the railroad admin- 
istration’s report on production for 
Wednesday of this week. It showed 
that the output on that day was 41.9 
per cent of normal as against 37 
per cent on Tuesday and about 20 
per cent during the latter part of 
last week. 

In face of the fact that the na- 
tion now is running its railroads, 
public utilities and industries and 
heating its homes almost entirely 
on “stored coal,” production at the 
rate of 42 per cent of normal may 


modify the menace, but cannot re- 
move it entirely.

It would be but’a mat- 
ter of days when the wave of in- 
dustrial paralysis would move to- 
ward the Atlantic seaboard. In- 
dustries, with coal on hand, might 
operate, but the real sufferers would 
be the poorer classes, the improvi- 
dent workers of the cities east of 
Pittsburg, who might be unable to 
obtain coal by the bucket or basket. 


Little Mining Here. 


No coal is being mined between 
the Mississippi river and Denver, 
none in Illinois and very little in 
Indiana and Ohio. West Virginia, 
Virginia, parts of Tennessee and 
Pennsylvania, are producing coal. 
The railroad administration is re- 
sorting to heroic measures to keep 
a steady run of cars into those dis- 
tricts and the production figures for 
yesterday relate the result. To 
meet the situation in the middle 
west an average of 2,000 cars a day 
are being diverted to, that section.

WITHIN 24 HOURS 


Chicago, November 21.—The daily 
increasing coal shortage today had 
begun to menace additional indus- 
tries and threaten slightly the na- 
tion’s food supply, with the further 
prospect of a sweeping curtailment 
of passenger traffic within 24 hours. 
As the bituminous coal miners 
rounded out three weeks of idle- 
ness, it became known through a 
Statement here by the regional coal 
committee that the big Chicago 
packing plants “have about two 
weeks’ supply” of coal left, and that 
“when they have used that the 
committee will not be able to re- 
lease any coal to them.” 

The immediate future of the steel 
industry today was causing concern, 
according to one Pennsylvania man. 
ufacturer, and in the Chicago dis- 
trict, the Corn Products company, at 
Argo, Ill., announced suspension, its 
other plant at Pekin, IIll., both hav- 
ing a capacity of 100,000 bushels 
of corn a day, already having been 
closed. The regional coal committee 
indicated it expected extensive 
shutdowns during the next ten days 
unless production on a large scale 
were resumed. 

Director General Hines, of the 
railroad administration, announced 
after his two-day conference here 
with the seven regional directors, 
it became Known today, that he 
would lay the facts of the coal sit- 
uation before the cabinet so ne 
might be relieved of any personal 
responsibility for curtailment of In- 
dustry. In keeping with that, many 
of the federal railroad managers 
here said they expected sweeping 
reductions in the number of pas- 
senger trains within 24 hours. 

In the general situation as re- 
gards the mines themselves, only 
slight changes were apparent to- 
day. They did not point to Increas- 
ed productions. 

Governors of all states possessing 
bituminous mines today had tele- 
grams from Governor Harding, of 
Iowa, suggesting concentrated ac- 
tion to take over the mines and 
grant the workers a substantial in- 
crease pending the. result of the 
joint wage conference at Washing- 
ton. 

In Colorado, where a second strike 
has been ordered for tonight, a 
court order restraining the district 
officials from putting it into effect 
was in force. It was obtained by 
Victor E. Keyes, state attorney gen- 
eral, who based his plea on a state 
industrial commission law requiring 
30 days’ notice of a strike. :

Knoxville Tenn., November 21.— 
United States Senator John K. 
Shields today gave out a statement 
in reply to demands from the Mem- 
phis cotton exchange that he re- 
sign because of his support of res- 
ervations to the proposed league 
of nations, in which he declared he 
would not resign and that he would 
be a candidate to succeed himself. 

Senator Shields in his statement 
also referred to an editorial in The 
Memphis Commercial-Appeal. He 
said in part: 

“I am proud that every vote I 
registered was for America and 
against concessions to foreign na- 
tions. I do not care to enter into 
any controversy with The Commer- 
cial-Appeal. The statement that it 
makes that I promised in my pri- 
mary campaign to support Presi- 
dent Wilson’s fourteen points is 
incorrect and besides is absurd in 
the light of what took place at 
the peace conference at Paris. The 
fourteen points of President Wil- 
son were not an issue in my cam- 
paign and I never at any time 
pledged myself to support them.”

Green’s formal answer to the 
bank’s petition, filed Friday after- 
noon by his attorneys, denied all the 
allegations that he had misappropri- 
ated funds of the bank, and conse- 
quently denied that funds of the 
bank had found their way into the 
hands of the Bradstreets through 
him. 


His answer, which was dictated 
to him by Mr. Allen, and whi 1 he 
himself transcribed on the type- 
writer, took up the petition of the 
bank paragraph by paragraph, de- 
nying the allegations. 

Green stated that he could neither 
declare nor deny that he was in- 
solvent because, he declared, since 
the robbery and burning of the 
bank, the bank had filed a petition 
against him trying to hold him re- 
sponsible for the funds and prop- 
erty that Green claims were taken 
from it by the robbers; and that he 
had otherwise been mistreated to the 
extent that his funds had been dissi- 
pated so extensively that he could 
not say whether or not he was sol- 
vent. Green denied, however, that 
he had.an# money or property which 
belonged to the bank, and denied 
that the bank had a right to have a 
receiver appointed to take chargg of 
any of his property.

That this settles the Lodge plan to 
end the war by a scrap of peper, 
regardless of duties and obliga- 
tions that are as sacred as the 
cause for which the boys fought 
and died, is a foregone conclusion. 

When congress convenes on the 
first of December the president’s 
message, on which he began serious 
work today, will review in detail 
the war and the labors around the 
peace table, in the light of the 
action and the temper of the repub- 
lican majority in the senate as he 
knows it now better than when he 
convened the special session six 
months ago. 

To Lay Open Scandal. 


He will plunge into the question 
in a fighting spirit and lay open the 
whole scandal of six months of sen- 
atorial nagging with the integrity 
of the nation at stake abroad, and 
the turmoil and unrest of the peo- 
ple accentuated at home. He will 
do so, however, 
patience and logic. The president 
believes a compromise is possible 
even between now and when con- 
gress convenes, and that followin 
the straight-forward argument o 
his message jhe will be able to 
withdraw the treaty from-the sen- 
ate pigéonhole where it now rests, 
Poamabunnt it at once to that body and 
secure its ratification before the 
Christmas recess. 

In the president’s message he will 
hold that the nations of the world 
can never settle down to the work 
of reconstruction, to producing what 
they need, and to cutting the high 
cost of living until the treaty of 
peace is disposed of, and he will in- 
sist in emphatic language that con- 
gress attend to this'particular mat- 
ter without delay, and then pass. on 
to the other exceedingly grave prob- 
lems confronting the country. 

Anxious te Dispose of Treaty. 

With the national campaign fac- 
ing both parties and the domestic 
problems grave and becoming more 
serious each day, especially the in- 
dustrial unrest, it is known that all 
the senators of both parties would 
like to see the treaty out of the 
way. ‘That the Lodge reservations 
as adopted can be modified is rea- 
sonably certain, and while the strict 
administration leaders are prone to 
accept any reservations there is np 
getting away from the fact that I 
have maintained steadfastly from 
the beginning a compromise must 
and will be effected. 

No one expects recurrence of pro- 
longed debate in the senate, going 
over and over the same _ ground 
traversed since last June. The ad- 
ministration’s terms of compromise 
must be concisely stated and will be 
subjected to brief discussion, fol- 
lowed promptly by decisive voting. 

There has been much speculation 
as to how, at the final moment, 
Senator Lodge rallied to his sup- 
port the entire majority party. It 
is explained in the challenge by the 
president when he wrote to Senator 
Hitchcock on the eve of the vote 
that the Lodge reservations would 
nullify the treaty.

ed out, the treaty could be brought 
out of committee, cloture adopted 
and the whole matter speedily dis- 
posed of without taking the sen- 
ate’s time from pressing legislation. 

The republican leaders empha- 
sized that some such plan must be 
adopted if the treaty is to be con- 
sidered at all, declaring that rail- 
road and other legislation which the 
treaty crowded out of the special 
session just closed must not be 
longer delayed. 

Action of Allied Powers. 


Action by the supreme couneil at 
Paris in fixing December 1 as the 
date for formal proclamation of a 
state of peace between the powers 
ratifying the treaty of Versailles 
fulfilled the expectations of ad- 
ministration officials. After the 
senate had ended its special ses- 
sion without ratifying the treaty 
the general feeling here was that 
Europe would not wait longer for 
this country’s decision. 

#nder the treaty’s provisions the 
exchange of ratifications could

‘have been made as soon as three 
‘of the great powers had ratified, 


but the date was delayed, it was 
announced, largely because it was 
desired to have the United States 
a party from the first. All four 
of the other great powers, Great 
Britain, France, aad and Japan, 
now have ratifie 

The effect of the promulgation 
of peace will not, it is held by the 
state department, directly affect 
the jegal status of war existing be- 
tween the United States and Ger- 
many, but it will mean that the 
important work of rehabilitating 
Europe will begin without the par- 
ticipation of this country. ’ 

Besides bringing the league. of 
nations formally into existence, the 
event will bring into force a pro- 
digious list of obligations, which 
must be performed by Germany. 
They touch’ upon great and small 
matters in many parts of the world 
and are subject to time limits rang- 
ing from fifteen -days to fifteen 
years. 

Establishment of League. 


For the establishment of the 
league no definite time is stipu- 
lated in the treaty, but the infer- 
ence generally drawn is that it 
will be set up at once. There are 
many references to subjects upon 
which it .must pass within a few 
weeks fr@ém the coming into force 
of the treaty. 

Definite time limits, to be reck- 
oned from that date, are stipulat- 
ed, however, for the execution of 
a great many of the treaty provi- 
sions. Thus various commissions, 
including that which is to. take 
charge the Saar basin and that 
which is™to delimit the Polish-Ger- 
man frontier, are to be set up with- 
in fifteen days of the establish- 
ment of peace. 

Within three months the German 
army must be reduced to 200,000 ef- 
fectives, all unauthorized munition 
plants must be closed, Germany 
must hand over all of her military 
and naval aeronautical equipment, 
including the remnants of her proud 
Zeppelin fleet, and must modify 
her laws and conform with va- 
rious treaty provisions. 

The time limit for reduction of 
the German navy personnel to its 
prescribed strength is two months, 
and by the same date the German 
warships named in the treaty musr 
be delivered to the allies. One 
month is the limit for delivery of 
the last scrap of submarine equlp- 
ment and the German forts which 
the treaty names must be disarmed 
within two months and dismantled 
within six, 

In matters relating to finance 
and financia] reparation the dates 
for the most part are fixed on the 
calendar and the time of coming 
into force of the treaty does not 
affect them. 

No date is fixed for the appoint- 
ment of the reparations commis- 
sion, but the presumption is that 
it will begin work immediately. 


Sweeping Provisions. 


Other sweeping ’ provisions are 
definitely set forth as becoming ef- 
fective on the\date of the exchange 
of ratifications. Germany imme- 
diately loses title to all her col- 
Onies and to all her surface war- 
Ships not in home ports. Shantung 
passes formally to Japan and Great 
Britain’s protectorate over Egypt 
is legalized. 

Germany immediately accepts as 
bindin upon her some fifty trea- 
ties relating to many subjects and 
agrees to accept in future many 
other treaties yet to be negotiated 
by the allies. Prisoners of war are 
to be repatriated, the treaty says, 
“as soon as possitde” after the date 
of effective peace. German troops 
must be withdrawn from various 
sections, including portions of East 
Prussia und Poland, within fifteen 
days. Coal deliveries to Belgium 
and France must begin at once. 

To meet all of her other obliga- 
tions within the period to be reck- 
oned from December 1, Germany 
will be’ compelled to set up a: :!- 
titudinous and detailed system of 
accounting. Among other things, 
She must turn over to Belgium 
within three months 10,000 goats. 
Within one month she must re- 
place the gold which was in the 
Reicksbank when the war began to 
the credit of the Ottoman public 
debt. She has only .six months to 
restore to the British empire the 
skull of Sultan Mkwawa, which was 
stolen years ago from South Africa 

Wilson to Fall. 

The white house is being watched 
closely for developments, but so 
far silence has reigned there and 
those who had hoped for a formal 
declaration of peace by presiden- 
tial proclamation have had their at- 
tention directed to the statement 
of President Wilson last August in 
reply to a question by Senator Fall 
in which the president said: 

I feel constrained to say in re- 
ply to your first question not only 
in my judgment 'I have not the 
power by proclamation to declare 
that peace exists, but that I could 
in no circumstances consent to take

Ratification of the Ger- 
man Peace Treaty. 


Paris, November 21.-+The  su- 
preme council today agreed upon De- 
cember 1 as the date when the Ger- 
man peace treaty will be formally 
| ratified. : 

Further informal discussions have 
been held with the German repre- 
sentatives now here in connection 
with the negotiation by the allies 
that a protocol must be signed by 
Germany guaranteeing fulfillment of 
discussions have been confined chief- 
ly to the methods of procedure in 
considering the protocol. As yet 
the Germans have not stated wheth- 
er ghey will sign the document. 

The American delegition s*'ll is 
without instructions to its partici- 
pation in the peace conference fol- 
lowing the failure of the senate to 
ratify the treaty, but Henry White 
attended the meeting of the supreme 
council today as representative of 
the United States, Under Secretary 
Polk being absent in London, and 
the entire delegation is continuing 
its work in the belief a compromise 
ratification resolution will be agreed 
to in the United States senate. 

This view apparently is shared by 
most of the members of the council, 
who are anxious for the continu- 
ance of the United States in the de- 
liberations of the peace-making 
body. The council, however, is work- 
ing out plans so enforcement of the 
treaty will not be hindered if the 
United States fails to ratify the 
treaty later. 

The next meeting will 
Monday. 

BRITAIN TO PUSH 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 

London, November 21.—"The in- 
ability of the United States repre- 
sentatives at Paris to depesit Pres- 
ident Wilson’s ratification of the 
German treaty at the same time 
those of other powers are filed, will 
not prevent the remaining allied and 
associated powers from proceeding 
to carry the treaty into effect,” said 
Andrew Bonar Law, government 
leader in the house of commons to- 
day, in answer to numerous ques- 
tions regarding the status of the 
treaty as a result of the Amcrican 
senate’s action. 

In answer to a question from Sir 
— MacLean, Mr. Bonar Law 
said: 

“Without doubt there will be no 
slackening in the determination of 
Great Britain to do all in her power 
to take the lead in seeing that the 
league of nations becomes an effec- 
tive instrument of human progress. 
I think it would be a mistake to as- 
Sume that all possibility of help from 
the United States is gone.” 

Reterring to the possibility of an 
alteration in the date of formal rat- 
ification of the treaty (which hag 
been tentatively fixed for December 
1), Mr. Bonar Law s:.id: ™ 

“That must depend upon whether 
there is a possibility of a change in 
the view of the senate at its meeting 
im December.” 

Asked whether the action of the 
United States would affect the An- 
glo-French-American treaty, he said: 

“Our understanding in that treaty, 
which so far has been unratified by 
the United States, was contingent 
upon its galso being carried by the 
United ates; Another. situation 
might create a new condition of af- 
fairs.” 

BRITON’S ARE DIVIDED 
ON SENATE’S ACTION. 

London, November 21.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Keen regret, 
tempted by hope, on the one hand, 
and outspoken approval of Senator 
Lodge and his supporters on the 
Other hand, are the outstanding 
notes in the London newspaper com- 
ment on the subject of the United 
States senate’s action on the Ver- 
Sailles peace treaty. 

The Daily News, which is a warm 
advocate of the league of nations, 
and an admirer of President Wilson, 
expresses the thought that, although 
the situation is grave, it is not yet 
desperate and looks ferward to the 
reintroduction of the ratification 
resolution with the hope that “the 
ten days between now and the next

momentous for the world.” 

“Short though the interval will 
be,” the newspaper adds, “it will be 
long enough for the true will of 
America to assert itself, and long 
enough for the opposing parties in 
the senate to come to an agreement. 
The world will await the decision 
with an anxiety it need not affect to 
conceal. * * * A league of nations 
with which America is not associat- 
ed would find its power and moral 
authority lamentably curtailed.” 

“If this was the end we should 
have occasion for acute dismay,” 
says The Express. “With the with- 
drawal of America, the league could 
have smajl chance of survival as a 
preventive of war, but we do not be- 
lieve the idealism which brought 
America into the war will allow that 
great republic to leave its worl un- 
done. We regret these perilous de- 
lays, but still have confidence in 
America and the treaty.” 

The Morning Post, which is an op- 
ponent of the league, remarks the 
league has begun its “ill-omened 
career by endangering and possibly 
wrecking a great peace treaty.” The 
newspaper declares President Wilson 
“altogether misread the temper and 
spirit of his own countrymen.” Ev- 
erybody kow-towed to him in Paris, 
where he received such servile adu- 
lation from British ministers that 
his judgment may have been up- 
set,” it adds.

the ministry, in behalf of his gov- 
ernment. He*announced the vessel 
would be operated by the Cunard 
line. It is expected to sail for 
England within the next ten days. 

Washington, November 21.—With 
the delivery of the steamship Imper- 


ator to the British government in 
New York today the shipping board 
loses possessio nof one of the two 
largest ships afloat. The Leviathan, 
the other monster liner, igs still 
owned by the shipping board, and is 
undergoing repairs before being put 
in the transatlantic service. The 
vessel was only recently turned over 
to ee” by the war department. 

Contfary to popular opinion, the 
largest ships are not the most prof- 
itable, officials of the board said 
today. It will cost from $4,000,000 
to $4,500,000, they said, to put the 
Leviathan in commission again, and 
considering the large crew neces- 
sary and the tremendous cost of op- 
eration the return from the liner 
will not be as much as the propor- 
tionate profits from a medium-sized 
vessel. 

Transfer of seven former German 
liners now held in New York to 
Great Britain, Chairman Payne 
stated, depends upon the disposition 
of the American-owned tank steam- 
ers in the custody of the British in 
the Firth of Fourth. 

The shipping board has proposed 
to the supreme caquncil, Mr. Payne 
said, that the tankers be delivered 
to the United States and the former 
German ships be turned over to 
Great Britain until the ultimate own- 


erehip is decided.

MASTER BUTCHER

grade follow: Porterhouse steak, 
a pound, 18/cents; sirloin steak, 15; 
round steak, 15; chuck roast, 8% 
to 12%; lamb chops (loin), 18; stew- 
ing lamb, 10; pork chops, 26; smoked 
hams (sliced), 40; lard, 30, and veal 
cutlets, 25 cents. 

The master butchers doing a cash- 
and-carry business quoted the fol- 
lowing prices: Porterh--: ste. ‘x, 
a pound, 28-35; sirloin steak, 28-32; 
round steak, 25-30; chuck roast, 
18-25; lamb chops (loin), . 29-40; 
stewing lamb, 10-18; pork mer ; 
35-40; smoked hams (sliced), 50-55; 
lard, 32-35, and veal cutlets, 35-45. 

The master butchers asserted that 
the strikers’ shops carried the poor- 
est grades of meat and which they 
did not handle. A government in- 
spector also declared that the strik- 
ers’ shops sold only inferior grades.

ENTHUSIASM HIGH 
AMONG COTTON MEN 


Continued from First Page 


Governor Hugh M. Rorsey called 
the meeting te order and presided 
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at both morning and afternoon ses- 
sions. | 

Mych enthusiasm was developed 
and the local organization of more 
than half of the counties in the 
state was reported, but owing to 
the fact that many of the delegates 
were compelled to leave early in the 
afternoon in order to catch trains, 
organization of the state was de- 
ferred for a later meeting to be 
called at a near date in Macon. 

Lever Strikes Keynote. 

Former Congressman Lever struck 
the keynote as to the purpose of 
the organization when he declared 
that he would never be satisfied 
until conditions of living in the 
country had been made equal to that 
in the city by giving the farmer 
a higher return for his labor, there- 
by enabling him to take his women 
out of the fields and to educate his 
children. The movement from farm 
to city might be checked and by 
that way only, he said, 

Both Mr. Lever and President 
Wannamaker declared that’ the 
problem of cotton was a serious 
concern just now not only to the 
southern farmer, but to. the entire 
world. The demand for our staple 
has been enormously increased and 
word has gone out from the cotton 
spinners that 35,000,000 bales 
would be the minimum needed to 
supply the world’s needs next year 
instead of the 23,000,000 bales which 
was the average yearly production 
of the world. 

Mr. Wannamaker said that the 
cotton speculators of Liverpool and 
New York had gotten themselves 
into a position unprecedented in 
their experience. He told how the 
sellers in the Liverpool market of 
July cotton had been forced at enor- 
mous losses to have their contracts 


extended to October because it was. 


impossible to get thé cotton to fill 
them, and how, in October, a con- 
tinuance of the same situation had 
brought them to the most serious 
crisis of their lives. 
Not Enough Cotton. 

“There is not enough cotton in 
existence in the world,” he added, 
“to fill the contracts of the shorts. 
There are now only 12,000 bales of 
certified cotton in New York to fill 
orders for cotton sold aggregating 
more than 1,000,000 bajes. New 
York has Liverpool by the throat. 
Explanatory of the slump in the 
New York cotton market last week, 
I received this telegram from a 
man in that city: 

“*"The bulls and bears have join- 


ed hands to permit the bears to get 
the cotton they have sold so that 
they may be able to deliver it to 
the bulls. I know of one southern 
firm which offered $2,600,000 in 
New York recently in order to be 
allowed to cancel contracts for De- 
cember cotton to be delivered at 
25 cents a pound and they were 
turned down.’ 

“Any man who sells spot cotton 
under existing conditions is a fool 
unthinkable. No organization in 
the world is now attracting the at- 
tention that 1s being given , the 
American Cotton association, be- 
cause the world is beginning to 
realize that the cotton farmer has 
at last the situation in his own 
hands, I have asked the cotton 
farmers to hold back 2,000,000 bales 
from the market and have heen 
roundly charged with encouriuging 
profiteering for doing it, but if you 
will do this you will be able to 
name your own price.” 


Cotton Worth More. 


Mr. Wannamaker said that the 
president of the New England cot- 
ton manufacturers had told him 
that they could pay 50 cents for 
cotton and make money, 

“The south is at last coming into 
her own,” he added. “Nine-tenths 
of the clothing of the world is made 
from cotton, and the world must 
be clothed. You were paid during 
the last eleven years shirtein bil- 
lions of dollars for your. cotton 
against seventeen billions for the 
wheat growers of the west. This is 
why land is selling at $500 per acre 
in Iowa and $1,000 per acre in 
Egypt against $60 per acre here. 
Back this movement and you will 
live to see farm lands in Georgia 
bringing $800 an acre, Georgia 
white women taken out of the cot- 
ton fields, equal advantages of ed- 
ucation offered to your children as 
compared with those of the city, 
and well-painted, well-lighted and 
well-furnished farm cottages dot- 
ting every hilltop in your state.” 


Cotton Organizations. 

Mr. Wannamaker told of the plans 
of a meeting to be held in Colum- 
bia on December 2. He said that 
it was proposed to build warehouses 


in every South Carolina county and 
to organize a cotton bank in that 
state similar to the one proposed 
by Governor Dorsey for Georgia. He 
gave his unqualified support to the 
Dorsey plan and urged those pres- 
ent to take stock in it, as it would 
greatly aid in carrying out the 
— projects of the associa- 
tion, 

A resolution offered by State Or- 
ganizer D. F. McClatchey at the 
morning meeting asking that Gov- 
ernor Dorsey be invited to explain 
the prospectus of the cotton bank, 


l'was unanimously adopted, but ow- 


ing to his having to catch a train 
to keep an engagement in Atlanta, 
the governor did not have time to 
do so. 

John B. Cannon, of Spartanburg, 
prominent South Carolina banker, 
aroused much enthusiasm by his 
description of the success of or- 
ganization in Spartanbug county. It 


‘was told how $150,000 for a bonded 


warehouse was raised in a single 
day from farmers and how this 
amount was underwritten to the 
extent of half a million by local 
bankers and business men, and four 
weeks ago the warehouse put into 
operation. 


Hold From Market. 


“Today in Spartanbug county,” 
Mr. Cannon ‘continued, “when cot- 
ton es below 40 cents not a bale 
is offered on the market. Ten 
thousand bales are stored in our 
warehouse; our banks lend 30 cents 
a pound on this cotton, charging 7 
per cent interest.” 

Mr. Nixon told of the advantages 
offered by the federal warehouse 
act, and declared that hte Washing- 
ton department would be glad to 
furnish information to county or- 
ganizations starting warehouses 
and give them any aid possible. 
The last speaker of the afternoon 
session was Representative Harvie 
Jordan, of Jasper county, who point- 
ed out some defects in the present 
system of grading and also of com- 
pressing cotton, 


Morning Session. 


The principal event of the morn- 
ing session was the address of for- 


mer Congressman Lever, who is now 
chairman oi the federal farm loan 
bank board. While waiting for Mr. 
Lever to arrive, Governor Dorsey 
as chairman presented J. J. Brown, 
commissioner of agriculture, who 
made the opening speech of the day. 

Mr. Brown reviewed briefly the 
history of marketing conditions for 
cotton since 1914, showing how the 
terrible collapse in the market 
caused by the outbreak of war in 
Europe had compelled southern 
farmers, in defense of their very 


organization. At that time guar- 
anteed prices were fixed by the 
overnment on every important 
arm product except cotton. Farm- 
ers of the north and west had been 
taken care of while the southern 
planter was left face to face with 
want, being compelled to urge peo- 
ple oa omg his product at almost 
any price, 

While prices improved in 1915 and 
1916. owing to the inadequacy of 
the production to meet the greatly 
increased demand for cotton, 
brought about by the war, our 
farmers were still at a great disad- 
vantage compared with those of 
other sections. In 1917 we began to 
be squeezed between the upper and 
nether millstones of or anized la- 
bor and organized capital and in the 
fall of that year cottonsank below 
20 cents, he said. 

Begin Helding Movement. 

Then it was that the holding 
movement began. The cotton man- 
ufacturers were making more mon- 
ey than they ever had done before 
and could then have paid 30 cents 
per- pound for cotton. and made 
money. They answered our holding 
movement with a proposition to fix 

rices for cotton, which we opposed 
Dcaman we knew the source from 
which they came. 
introduced in congress, one eerie 
the price at 15 and the other at 2 
cents per pound. Governor Allen, 
of Kansas, went so far as to 
threaten us with prosecution under 
the Sherman act. 7 

‘We defied them” Mr. Brown con- 
tinued “and we have won the vic- 
tory. You have seen cotton al- 
ready selling this fall at 41% cents 
per pound. Tihe brief history that 
I have outlined explains the rea- 
son for the American Cotton associ- 
ation and justifies it. About a year 
azo R. S. Neely, of Waynesboro, 
suggested the idea of a great cot- 
ton bank, and that idea has been 
taken up and put into shape by 
Governor Dorsey,: and we expect 
to make it a concrete fact. Cotton 
must be stabilized and we of the 
south, who are interested, will see 
that it is done.” 

Mr. Lever was given an ovation 
on his entrance into the hall. He 
was presented by Governor Dorsey 
as the man who, during his service 
in congress as chairman of the com- 
mittee on agriculture, had been in- 
strumental in the enactment of leg- 
islation of more importance to the 
farmers than any other in this gen- 
eration. 


Lever’s Speech, 
Mr. Lever said, in part: 
“Our entire social, industrial and 
economie life is bound up in cot- 


ton. An adequate price for that 
product means better paid teachers 
and preachers, better schools, bet- 
ter roads, better homes and better 
everything else that makes life 
worth while. It is not surprising 
that Dr. Cree told you that 40-cent 
cotton would make certain the suc- 
cess of the $75,000,000 campaign of 
the Baptists. There is a close con- 
nection between the two. 

“Year after year the growing ten- 
dency of the movement from coun- 
try to town has been noted and 
many schemes have been proposed 
to check it. There is but one way 
to do it, and that is to make living 
oonditions in the country equal to 
those in town. I shall not join the 
back-to-the-country movement un- 
til that is done. : 

“There is no more tragic or pa- 
thetic figure in American life than 
the average country woman. See 
her bowed under her tremendous 
tasks, milking the cows, tending 
the chickens, superintending at the 
slaughter of the hogs, keeping the 
house and nursing the babies, with 
no opportunities exé€ept possibly to 
zo to church once a month and to 
town once a year, and you need not 
wonder why the boys and girls leave 
the country.” 

Secial Unrest. 

Mr. Lever referred to the unrest 
prevalent in the country and con- 
tinued: 

“The remedy for all this unrest is 
the conversion as rapidly as we can 
of every. homeless man in America 
into a home-owning man, Sixty-five 
per cent of the men in America are 
now homeless; 47 per cent of our 
farmers are tenant farmers. I want 
to see the time come when every 
American farmer can walk into his 
house and say, ‘This is my own 
home.” The man who owns some- 
thing has something to fight for. 
The cotton question from the south- 
ern point of view is the most vital 
question in the country today.” 

Mr Lever referred to the problem 
of immigration and declared that 
if he were still a member of con- 
gress he would vote “for such a 
tight immigration law that a cam- 
bric needle could not get through 
it.” He would give all foreign-born 
persons already here, he said, ten 
years in which to learn English, and 
if they did not in that time he 
would charter .ships to send them 
back home. If they could not love 
the Stars and Stripes they should be 
sent back to live under a flag that 
they could love. 

The speaker said that this was 
the first time in history when every 
interest in the south had joined to 
protect the farmers’ interests in 
cotton, the banker, the merchant, 
the professional and business man 
having at last realized that cotton 
Was not the farmer's product alone. 

“If the farmers should go on a 
strike one month,” he added, “for a 
six-hour day and a five-day week, 
every business institution in the 
south should be compelled to close. 
Heretofore the man who produced it 
has been the onlx man who touched 
cotton that has had a voice in its 
price. A large element of the blame 
for this rests upon you farmers 
yourselves, and it is through the in- 
strumentality of the American Cot- 
ton association that we expect to 
find the means of changing this 
condition.” 

Federal Banking Act. 


Here Mr. Lever gave ‘a brief ac- 
count of the federal reserve bank 
act, the farmers’ loan bank act and 
the federal warehouse act, the three 
most important pieces of legislation, 
he said, that had been enacted since 
Lee’s surrender so far as the south- 
ern farmer is concerned. The ware- 
house act, of which-.scarcely any- 
body had even heard, has really put 
into the hands of the planters the in- 
strument which was to make them 
free. To carry out the terms of this 
act and provide bonded cotton ware- 
houses in every county, owned and 
operated by the farmers and business 
men of that county, is the goal to- 
wards which the American Cotton 
association is striving. 

“That will give you a chance to 
feel for the first time in your life 
that the cotton which you and your 
wife and babies have made and 
picked is really your cotton,” he de- 
clared. “Then you will be able to 
market your product throughout the 
year on terms which you shall have 
some voice in choosing instead of 
forcing seventy per cent of it to 
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market between September and De- 
cember. when the price is lowest. 
There will always be a_ certain 
amount of distress cotton which 
must be sold during these months, 
and consequently it is all the more 
important to make it possible to hold 
back a large part of the crop for 
later marketing.”

million dollar drive which t 
tists of the south were making for 
church extension throughout the 
world gave them a special interest in 
the aim of the cotton association, as 
forty-cent cotton would assure its 
success. od 
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chamber of commerce a fund of $1,- 
000,000 or more should be raised, 
20 per cent of which could be drawn 
upon each year, and that this fund 
could be used for financing under- 
capitalized industries, or concerns 
that wished to expand. He declared 
that stock could be taken in the 
concerns so aided, allowing the in- 
dustry the privilege of buying the 
stock back when desired. He stated 
that all industries that wished to be 
benefitted under such a plan should 
be thoroughly investigated not only 
as to responsibility and potential 
ability to pay its way, but should 
also be investigated as to its eco- 
nomical value to the city. 
Plan Survey of Conditions. 

The plan also carries with it a 
general survey of the industrjal con- 
ditions of Atlanta, looking into the 
labor situation, schools, housing fa- 
cilities, amusements, and general 
conditions liable to effect indus- 
tries. 

The motion was seconded by R. 
W. Barnwell, who highly favored 
the plan, and by B. H. Collins, of 
the Security Sales company, who 
said that the south needed financing 
concerns in order to encourage the 
location of industries. 

Other members of the board fa- 
vored the plan in a discussion that 
preceded its being put to the house, 
and when the motion was voted on 
it was unanimously adopted. 

The meeting of the industrial pro- 
motion committee of the chamber of 
commerce was called together by 
Chairman James L. Logan, who said 
that his object fm bringing the mem- 
bers together was to ask for a re- 
newal of the Atlanta spirit, and to 
stimulate the committee, as a part 
of the chamber of commerce, to get 
into action with a view toward mak- 
ing Atlanta the city it should be 
from an industrial standpoint. He 
declared that he wanted to place 


before the committee the questions 
of securing an appropriation for the 
work from the chamber of commerce, 
and to secure a fund for advertising 
the city. 

Conditions Discussed. : 

Spirited discussion followed the 
statement of Mr. Logan and many 
of the committeemen present, 4s 
well as Secretary Robinson, of the 
chamber of commerce, said that a 
general campaign of advertising 
was not the best, as it served large- 
ly to attract undesirables, and 
would prove of no practical value 
to the city. 

It was aise pointed out that the 
best plan to be adopted was to raise 
a fund for the purpose and then 
seek out the enterprises that would 
prove of economical worth to the 
city, and to have a commission to 
go after those industries. In this 
way, it was explained, there would 
be no lost motion, and the. city 
would secure only those industries 
that would be beneficial to the city 
as well as profitable to the enter- 
prise. 

Work Is Indorsed. 


Mr. Logan read letters from mem- 
bers of the committee indorsing the 
work he proposes. to accomplish 
through the committee of industrial 
promotion, and the chairman also 
called attention to a number of 
prospective enterprises that are 
now seeking Atlanta locations. Mr. 
Logan told of the enormous bene- 
fits that would accrue to Atlanta by 
pushing the work that this commit- 
tee has undertaken, and showed 
something of the potential value of 
the body to Atlanta. Recounting 
the efforts that have 
him as a member of 
tate board, and going into the his- 
tory of the movement to promote 
industrial life in the city for the 
past four years, Mr. Logan called 
upon the committee for earnest co- 


operation. ° 

In the general discussion that 
followed the address of the chair- 
man by several members of the 
committee, which is made up of 
prominent business men of the city, 
a number of expressions were made 
concerning the general situation in 
Atlanta. 

R. K. Rambo, of the John Silvey 
company, stressed the need of 
bringing industries to the city that 
would prove beneficial to Atlanta 
and that would profit by being lo- 
cated here. He said that Atlanta 
now needs a finishing plant for such 
cotton goods as are made into un- 
derwear by northern mills and 
shipped back here with the cost of 
freight rates both ways. “The 
eooka that are made into B. V. D.’s, 
said he, “are finished in other cities, 
when they could be finished and 
manufactured here just as well. 
Mr. Rambo also said that a comfort 
factory, manufacturing these ar- 
ticles from linters, should be here. 
There are millions of dollars worth 
of these comforts sold each year, he 
declared, and Atlanta should have 
her part in the industry. 

Congestion Is Shown. 

Bolling H. Jones spoke of the 
congested housing conditions that 
face the people of this city, and of 
the importance of having houses 
for labor when inviting industries 
to come to the city. Mr. Jones also 
spoke of the value of colored labor, 
and said that the people of Atlanta 
should have more consideration to 
the proper treatment of colored peo- 
ple here. He said that they should 
be provided with facilities for 
amusement, and allowed to pursue 
happy and comfortable lives. 

A big building to be erected by 
the business men of the city in 
which a big exhibition of the manu- 
factured articles made here could 
‘be displayed was also advocated by 
Postmaster Jones. He gave a plan 
by which such a building could be 
constructed, and showed by the ex- 
ample of-such an enterprise in Ev- 
ansville, Ind., that it would be of 
immense value to the city. 

R. W. Barnwell, a _ prominent 
realty man, spoke briefly, paying 
a tribute to the efforts that have 
been made by Mr. Logan in seek- 
ing to interest outside organizations 
in locating in Atlanta, and said 
that the chamber of commerce 
would undoubtedly co-operate with 
the movement to expand the indus- 
trial life of the city. 

Vice President W. H. Miller, of 
the Southern railway, spoke inter- 
estingly, saying that the good points 
in the city should be dwelt upon, 
and the few objections and draw- 
backs that can be pigked out should 
not be mentioned so"much. He told 
of the many advantages Atlanta 
now has, and advocated in addition 
to the present advantages the erec- 
tion of a large bonded warehouse, 
where merchants could store goods, 
and withdraw them whbhén needed, 
or use the certificates for financing. 


Future Most Promising. 


Mr. Miller said that the railroad 
he rapresents has expended many 
millions preparing for greater traf- 
fic in the years that are to come, 
and declared that the future of the 
south is most promising. Atlanta, 
he said, is the gateway of the great 
south, and predicted a wonderful 
future for this settion. He said 
that the sympathy of the Southern

upon to assist wherever possible, 

Robert S. Wessels, of the Pitts-

essrs Jones and Wessels that the 
colored people were not given suf- 
ficient factlities. for pleasure, but 
declared that a park had been do- 
noted to the colored people by the 
churches committee, and said that 
the industrial promotion should get 
busy and get the city and county 
to fix it up for colored people. He 
said that the colored people were 
leaving the city and that they would 
continue to leave unless Atlanta al- 
lowed them to liva peacefully and 
happily as they could in other cities 

Mr. Thrower also spoke of the 
housing conditions in the city and 
said that more houses would have 
to be erected and more liberality 
shown. 

Wants Open Shep. 

J. F. Trazzare, of the Employers’ 
association, spoke on the labor sit- 
uation and said Atlanta must go on 
record as favoring the open shop. 
He said thay all prospective indus- 
tries asked particularly about the 
labor situation when seeking loca- 
tions. 

Dr. W. J. Blalock, pronoent of the 
Fulton National bank, spoke of the 
increased banking facilities of the 
city, saying that when his bank 
moved into its present quarters in 
1912 the deposits of the Atlanta 
banks were about $30,000,000. To- 
day he declared the deposits in the 
banks of this city will tota] $114,- 
000,000, as evidenced by the figures 
of last Friday. 

At the close of the meeting a vote 
of thanks was given James lL. Lo- 
gan, chairman, for the splendid din- 
ner he had provided, and he was 
congratulated upon the great move- 
ments that he has inaugurated for 
Atlanta’s upbuilding.

Bic PACKERS UNFAIR, 
ACCORDING TO COLVER 


Atlantic City, N. J.. November 21. 
William B. Colver, member of the 
federal trade commission, today 
charged the big meat packers with 
using unfair methods in answering 
his attack upon them. 

The charge was made in an ad- 
dress to the American Specialty Man- 
ufacturers’ association, in conven- 
tion here. 

Mr. Colver said: 

“The wholesale grocers are con- 
testing the invasion of the packers 
in a hard-fought suit before the in- 
terstate commerce commission. It 
is not only the merchandising, but 
also the manufacture of unrelated 
food products that lie in the line of 
their march. The momentum of a 
great organization and of great re- 
sources, and the willingness to op- 
erate at a loss while gaining a foot- 
hold makes their appearance in any 
line a real cause for apprehension. 

‘Kor pointing these things out 
the commission has incurred the 
wrath of the Chicago packers. Their 
press agents, their lawyers, their 
economists and their lobby have 
filled the air with charges against 
the commission, but they do not 
deny, nor can they disprove the 
things I say today. 

“Abuse takes the place of state- 
ments. They have aharged the mem- 
bers of the commission with con- 
spiracy and with what amounts to 
treason. We have replied and 
have demanded and now demand 
any proof of the charges made by 
Senator Sherman last July. But no 
proof is offered. Meantime are the 
packers guilty of a conspiracy in 
meat packing and of ruthless inva. 
sion of scores of other lines of in- 
dustry, or are they not? Are they a 
public blessing or a: national men- 
ace? These are the questions that 
are important to you and to the 
public generally.”

Centinued from First Page 
tinued Mr. Cummings, “it was pri- 
marily for unselfish purposes, and 
the background of our efforts 
- the -knowledge that world 
civilization wag at stake. 
“World civilization is still at 
stake,” he declared, “and, in some 
ways, @¢ven more in danger than it 
was during the war. America can 
not afford, even from the most self- 
ish standpoint, to make of America

ward. Our duty is manifest. We 
should enter into this covenant glad- 
ly—not grudgingly. We should have 
been the first of the great nations 
to ratify it. We have won the 
moral leadership of the world. Are 
we to permit the palitical blunder- 
ings of mere partisans to impair or 
to forfeit that leadership?’ 
Summing up the results of rejec- 
tion of the treaty, Mr. Cummings 
said it would mean the repudiation 
of the president and his action be- 
fore the whole world, and the re- 
| pudiation of the president in such 
a matter as this would mean the 
humiliation of the United States in 
the eyes of civilized mankind and 
would brand the nation as a people 
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belong as one of the geratest of the 
world powers. 
Mr. Cummings’ Speech. 

The speech of Mr. Cummings in 
full is as follows: 

“The democratic party came into 
power On:the 4th day of March, 1913, 
Its achievements, in the way of 
domestic retorm, constitute a mit- 
acle of legislative progress. Pro- 
vision was made for an income tax, 
thereby relieving our revenue law 
of the reproach of being unjustly 
burdensome to the poor. The ex- 
travagancies and iniquities of the 
tariff system were removed and a 
non-partisan tariff commission was 
established. Pan-Americanism was 
encouraged, the great reaches of 
Alaska were opened up to com- 
merce and development? dollar 
diplomaaecy was destroyed; a corrupt 
lobby was driven from the national 
capiwl; a workmen's compensation 
act was adopted; the federal trade 
commission was created; child labor 
legislation was enacted; the Smith- 
Lever bill for the improvement of 
farm conditions was passed; farm 
loan banks were established; the 
arcel post and the rural free de- 
ivery were developed; a corrupt 
practice act was adopted: a good 
roads bill was passed and the fed- 
eral reserve system was established. 
This last law not only reformed an 
archaic currency system but placea 
our financial affairs upon such a 
sound basis that we. successfully 
met the vast expenditures’ made 
necessary by war, and without 
strain or panic, were able to supply 
the needs of our allies. When war 
came we supplied the necessary leg- 
islation The selective draft law 
was passed;'a war finance corpora- 
tion was created; the office of alien 
property custodian was established, 
war risk insurance was provided, 
while the ship building laws re-es- 
tablished America’s supremacy upon 
Vocational education was 
provided, industry was successfully 
mobilized, the navy was expanded 
until it became the second in size 
in all the world and the first in ef- 
ficiency. 

“An army of nearly four million 
men was organized and more than 
two million soldiers, fully equipped 
well officered and indomitable in 
spirit were safely transported across 
three thousand miles of sea, where 
they turned the tide of battle, won 
imperishable glory and triumphed 
in the greatest war that the world 
has ever known. 


Petty Criticisms. 


“Petty criticism of miner defects 
and individual officials may, for a 
time, attract superlicial attention, 
but the significant things, the great 
outstanding facts of the ‘last six 
years, plead. eloquently for the dem- 
ociatic cause. ‘to readjust the pro- 
cesses of peace so as to serve the 
activities of war was an undertak- 
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ing requiring leadership of unex- 
ampled skill. So striking has been 
the result, so prompt has been the 
response of the people, so free have 
our public affairs -been from any 
suggestion of scandal or improper 
intluence, that it scarcely lies in 
the mouth of those who conducted 
the Spanish-American war to in- 
dulge in the luxury of criticism. 
Not only were these results accom- 
plished under democratic authority, 
but the very terms upon which hos- 
tilities came to an end were formu- 
lated by-a democratic president.

Chihuahua City, Mexico, Novem- 
ber 21.—General Manuel M. Dieguez, 
federal commander of military op- 
erations in northern Mexico, arrived 
here this afternoon with General 
Felipe Angeles, the Villa leader, who 
was captured near Parral recently. 
General Angeles was placed in the 
state penitentiary to await his trial, 
which, it is believed, will take place 
immediatley. 

Angeles Chased Seven Days. 


El Paso, Texas, November 21,— 
Details of General Felipe Angeles’ 
capture by Mexican federal troops 
received today by Andres G, Gar- 
cia, consul general of 
showed the rebel leader was caught 
after a pursuit lasting seven days. 
Angeles was accompanied by fifteen 
men, five of whom were killed. The 
leader and four of his followers were 
overtaken at the Cerro de Las 
ras, near Parral. 

Reports in circulation along 
the border today were to the ef- 
fect General Angeles pats be ac- 
cused of rebellion against his gov- 
ernment and the death penrsity 
would be asked. Many Carranza of- 
ficials were said to favor this dis- 
position of the case as a warning 
to all rebel chieftains. Shortness 
of time between his capture and the 
date set for the trial was pointed 
to as indicating the possible fate 
in store for General Angeles. 

Conjecture was rife as to the ef- 
fect of the trial. Some authorities 
in El Paso believed his execution 
would be disastrous to the Carranza 
government in that a new revolu- 
tionary movement might follow. 

Villa sympathizers here today 
were outspoken in the opinion that 
the bandit leader would make some 
demonstration over the capture af, 
his chief lieutenant: Villa was last 
reported in the broken country 
southeast of Ojinaga, Chihuahua, 
on the international boundary, gath- 
ering his forces for a new offensive 
within the next month. 


Pleas for Angeles. 


Washington, November 21.—Many 
officials and private citizens of 
Washington and other cities have 
sent cablegrams to friends in Mex- 
ico urging them to persuade Presi- 
dent Carranza to save the life of 
General Felipe Angeles, who is re- 
ported to be on trial by court-mar- 
tial today at Chihuahua City. The 
messages pointed out that Angeles 
served the allies with distinction 
during the European war as in- 
spector of munitions for France in 
this country. 

When Angeles crossed the border 
early this year and announced that 
he would join Francisco Villa, be- 
lieving the Villa movement offered 
the strongest hope of overturning 
the Carranza regime, officials here 
declared that he was the best mili- 
tary man “south of the Rio Grande.” 
He graduated from Chapultepec, the 
Mexican West Point, and St. Cyr, in 
France, and was known in military 
circles throughout the world as an 
eminent arfilleryist.

The association has found it nec- 
essary to extend their work into a 
wide range of ramifications. They 
operate free clinics of many kinds 
for the poorer patients, both white 
and colored. 


Miss Rosa Lowe, secretary, stated 
in a recent report that they have 
found that it is absolutely essential 
for their success that they carry 
their work into every nook and 
cranny of the city. 

White people catch the disease 
from the negroes, and, just as fre- 
quently, the negroes catch it from 
the white. It is pointed out that, 
while a white family may catch 
tuberculosis from the clothes which 
have been handled by a tubercular 
washwoman, it is just as likely that 
the washwoman will catch it from 
the soiled clothing of tubercular 
white people. 

Statistics for the last ten years 
show that a large number of col- 
ored patients have been cured, and 
that also a large number, whose 
condition was too far advanced for 
cure, have been so far bettered that 
they do not endanger the lives of 
those about them. 

The association maintains three 
colored nurses and a colored in- 
structor, who are carrying on 
campaign of education among their 
race teaching them to live so that 
the conditions causing tuberculosis 
will be stamped out. 

Leading physicians have discov- 
ered that tuberculosis is almost in- 
variably contracted by the sufferer 
when a child. It may be years be-

With call money opening at 8 per cent against 10 yesterday and 
12 for every other day of the week,’ Wall street’s belief that the money 
pinch was over for the time being was greatly strengthened. The de- 
mand for call money today amounted to only $20,000,000 against the 
|caily average of between $35,000,00 and $45,000,000 for the month up 
| to the beginning of this week. 

During the last hour call money dropped to 6 per cent.

October Exports Show Gain. 

Inasmuch as the foreign trade statement for October was gen- 
erally expected to show a falling off compared with September in 
favor of the longshoremen’s strike and the unfavorable foreign ex- 
change market, unusual interest was attached to today’s report from 
Washington showing October exports up to $652,000,000 against only 
$593,000,000 for September. 

Imports for Otcober, however, although based on par value of 
exchange, were down to $416,000,000 against $435,000,000 for Septem- 
ber. Yor the ten months of the year up to the end of October the 
‘country’s exports were the largest on record, with the excess of ex- 
ports over imports also at a high record. 

The high record for monthly exports was made in June of this 
year. 

| Wall Street Gossip. 

Today’s unexpected increase in exports for the month of October 
was explained as being due to very large shipments of cotton and 
wheat through the ports of Philadelphia, Baltimore, Norfolk, Savannah, 
New Orleans, Galveston and other large shipping centers not tied up 
by the longshoremen’s strike. Plans are being made to list on the 
New York stock exchange the common as well as the preferred shares 
‘of the Atlantic Refining company, a Standard oil corporation. 

So far no Standard Oil shares have ever been listed on the big 
board. The common shares of the Atlantic. Refining company are 
selling around $1,500 and it is reported that that will be a split up into 
shares having no par value. It is also reported that other Standard Oil 
companies, including the parent company of New Jersey, are planning 
to first list their stock and then have a split up such as that proposed 
by General Motors. 


New Stocks Break Record. 

This year’s listings of new stocks on the exchange have broken 
all the high records, the total so far amounting to 15,903,426 shares. 
But as many of the new shares have no par value, comparisons can- 
‘not be made with other years. The large offerings of new stocks 
which have been handled by underwriting syndicates have been an 
important factor in the money market. 

Sugar stocks were very strong today on the prediction that the 
price of sugar next year would be up to 16 or 18 cents a pound. In 
conservative quarters, these figures are believed to be too high. How- 
ever, even at the present price for sugar the companies engaged in this 
industry are making very large earnings, as shown by the statement re- 
cently issued by Cuba Cane. As long as the market remains as quiet 
and orderly as that of today, Wall street believes that the money 
situation will cause no trouble. 

Call Rates Drop. 

Already there has been a sharp drop in call rates, but the sig- 
‘nificant thing is that these have encouraged only temporary spurts of 
activity on the exchange. Loans were renewed at 8 per cent today, 
the lowest renewal rate of the month. One view of the defeat of the 
neace treaty is that we are no longer obligated to make big loans to 
Europe, and hence that we will have more money for our own pur- 
poses. This view is frankly characterized as “brutal.” It might also 
be characterized as short sighted, since it inevitably contemplates

FAR GEORGIA URCED 


More Drastic Panishment of 
Prohibition Law Violators 
Is Asked. . 


, Crystallization of public senti- 
ment for the appointment of a 
state commissioner of prohibition is 
being effected by the prohibition 
enforcement campaign committee, 
headed by Judge Nash R. Broyles, 
chief justice of the state court of 
appeals. 

One of the resolutions passed at 
the meeting of the state executive 
committee last week urged “that the 
governor of Georgia be requested to 
appoint a commissioner, whose duty 
it shall be to see that the prohibi- 
tion laws of our state are strictly 
enforced.” 

Stricter punishment of violators 
of the law was urged upon the ju- 
diciary in a resolution tsating “that 
we respectfully request the judi- 
ciary, both federal and state, to put 
adequate punishment on violations 
of prohibitory laws, such as will 
prevent commission of more crimes.” 

The work of organizing the state 
for the campaign is proceeding rap- 
idly. The following additional coun- 
ty chairmen were appointed Friday:

New York, ‘November 21.—The 
Prince of Wales laid a wreath on 
the grave of Theodore Roosevelt 
today and later presided over a 
function which would have had a 
perticular appeal to the farmer 
president. For one entire afternoon 
the young British heir was host to 
1,000 school children on board the 
great battle cruiser Renown. At 
the prince’s own request the chil- 
dren were left free to wander at 
will over the great warship. 

The prince had wished to visit 
Roosevelt's grave at Oyster Bay, ac- 
companied only by his immediate 
personal staff, but he found it im- 
possible to avoid the enthusiastic 
crowds who have sprung up when- 
ever he has made his appearance in 
New York. When he arrived at the 
little cemetery on the bay side the 
roads were blocked with automo- 
biles and many hundreds of pedes- 
trians had trudged to the spot from 
the surrounding villages. 

Put Wreath on Grave. 

The prince placed a wreath 
upon the grave and paid several 
minutes’ silent homage to the mem- 
ory of the late president. He was 
met at the grave by Lieutenant 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt and aft- 
er examining in silence the simple 
slab remarked upon the appropriate 
simplicity of the monument. 

“Yes, that was what he wanted,” 
replied Colonel ‘evelt. 

A “Prince of Wales tree” hereaft- 
er will stand in Central park, close 
to those planted by the king of the 
Belgians and “ 1 Pershing. The 
royal visitor halted at the park on 
his way to Oyster Bay and shoveled 
in the earth around the tree which 
will serve as a memorial of his visit. 

Scene on Warship. 

The scene on board the warship 
in the afternoon was one of the 
most picturesque that has attended 
the prince’s visit to America. The 
children were selected by lot from 
the high schools of the greater city 
and were carried out to the cruiser 
in launches provided by the board 
of education. As each boy and girl 
arrived at the gangway of the Re- 
nown he or she was handed an in- 
vitation to tea by a midshipman 
about the same age as the guest. 

Finally they were marshaled on 
the quarter deck and presently the 


prince stepped from his cabin and 
jumped on to a capstan, where he 
stood laughing down at them while 
they cheered him for several min- 
utes. When he had a chance to be 
heard he bade them welcome, 
After the reception to the children 
the prince went ashore and spent 
an hour at his favorite game of 
squash at the Racquet club. Later 
he was the guest at dinner of the 
Pilgrims’ club, tollowing which he 
attended a pe:formance at the Hip- 
podrome. The last item on the day's 
program was a reception at the 
Seventh regiment armory, which 
lasted until long after. midnight. 
The prince’s visit to America will 
be brought to a close tomorrow, 
with the decorating on board the 
Renown of more than 100 American 
soldiers. and sailors who won hon- 
ors on the_ battlefields of Europe. 
The Renown is scheduled to sail for

nounced by the Un..04 States Grain 
corporation here late today. 
Lifting of em® rgves on both ex- 
ports and imports followed the ac- 
tion of President Wilson in Wash- 
ington today in signing a prociama- 
tion completely terminating the em- 
bargo control which has been in 
effect for more than two years. 
Control over embargoes first was 
exercised by the war trade board 
to protect the supplies of wheat and 
wheat flour for the allies, Later 
control was taken over by Julius 
H. Barnes, wheat director, under 
the wheat guarantee Dill. 
Discussing the lifting of the em- 
bargo, Mr. Barnes said: 
“This is one step in the neces- 
sary reconstruction of trade facili- 
ties broken by the war, which must 
function when the grain corporation 
terminates its three years’ work. 
While ocean transport conditions 
and also disorganized international] 
finance will probably .prevent free 
trading between merchants of the 
various countries for some time, it 
igs expected that, step by step, in- 
ternational trade may be reknit in 
the usual channels. Until this is 
fully accomplished, the grain cor- 
poration will continue to sel) from 
its stocks of wheat and wheat flour 
the foreign trade that is not sup- 
ee under private business initia- 
ve. 
“This release of embargo also per- 
mits Canadian wheat and wheat 
flour to enter American markets 
free of duty under rulings of the 
customs service. It is expected that 
this will greatly enlarge the United 
States supply of vse 2 wheat flours 
which are favorites in the baking 
trade and which, because of the 
partjal crop failure in the northwest 
this year, have been relatively in 
light supply.” 
Mr. Barnes also stated that the 
Sales of the grain corporation from 
its accumulated stocks, largely in 
western markets to American mills, 
under its advertiséd offer effective 
yesterday, have amounted to about 
30,000,000 bushels.

BALTS WILL TREAT 
WITH BOLSHEY 


Dorpat, November 2 21.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) —Letvia and Lithua- 
nia have definitely decided to join 


Esthonia in inviting the Russian 
bolsheviki to send a delegation to 
Dorpat to begin peace negotiations, 
as was announced after the final ad- 
journment this evening of the Bal- 
tic states’ conference with bolshe- 
vik representatives over the ex- 
change of prisoners. The invitation 
to the soviet government will spec- 
ify December 1 as the date for the 
proposed conference, the announce- 
ment stated. 


BOASTS ARE MADE 
BY BOLSHEVIKI. 


London, November 21.—A_ bolshe- 
vik wireless message received here 
Says: 

“The British bourgeoisie are dis- 
mayed and are attempting to ar- 
range a peace conference, in which 
soviet Russia and its white guard 
enenries can participate. The trans- 
formation is the work of the red 
armies, which prepared the ground 
for diplomatic negotiations. 

“After the reds had driven Kol- 
chak eastward, Denikine southward 
and Yudenitch into the sea, the idea 
of negotiations with soviet Russia 
began to warm in the minds of the 
bewildered allies. While the entente 
is convening a peace conference the 
reds will finally defeat the black 
hundred impostors and the entente

CONCERNED ABOUT 
GASOLINE SUPPLY

London, November 21.—(By cable.) 
The question of supply of motor 
spirits to this country is causing 
perturbation among motorists. 

In 1914, Great Britain imported 
over 100,000,000 gallons of motor 
spirits, of which one-third came 
from the United States, about one- 
quarter from India and the Straits 
settlements, as much again from 
the Dutch East Indies and the rest 
from various sources, Russia being 
among them. In the following year, 
the contribution from the United 
States was nearly one-half the to- 
tal, in 1916. and 1917 it was fully 
one-half, while in 1918 this country 
drew no less than 70 per cent of its 
total of 193 million gallons from 
that source. 

Can the United States continue 
this support? In five years the im- 
ports of motor spirits has doubled, 
while in one vear, 1918, the ~ 
tion brought from the United States 
was substantially larger than the 
whole imports from all sources in 
the year before the war.
